December l4, 1965 


Sen (13) is now attending the fourth class of private primary 
school. Subjects at school are mathematics, drawing, history, geo- 
graphy, citizenship duty, hygiene, vocabulary and essays. She is 
good in mathematics. Her schoolbooks are dirty with poor handwriting. 
Outside school she does her homework, cooks rice and washes up, 
helping her mother. In ter sparetime she likes to play with a 
skipping rope with her friend. She enjoys greatly receiving and 
reading letters from her Foster Mother, and writes herself her mon- 
thly letters. She hopes to have a chance of seeing her one day in 
Saigon. She wants to be a weaver later. She now measures 4 ft. 

2 in. and weighs 55 lbs. A Chest X-Ray in December 1965 showed 
she is still suffering from TB. She is treated at the anti TB 
dispensary. 


Hoa (16), Sen's oldest sister does not go to school, she is at 
home, does homework and helps her mother. Recent Chest X-Ray showed 
she is suffering from TB, and she is treated at the public anti TB 
dispensary. 


Huong(10), Sen's younger sister is now on the fourth class of 
private primary school paying 72$ ($1.00) a month. Her schoolbooks 
are not clean. 


The mother does not sells sticky rice any longer. She now looks 
after a neighbour's three children earning 40$ (55¢) a day. 


Recent Chest X-Ray showed Mother and Puong have no TB. A table 
and two chairs were added the Initial furniture. The house is the 
same. Sen's situation has improved a little.

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4-H Age Limit To Be Dropped From 21 to 19

[ove 4-H YOUTHS are go- 

ing to have to ‘‘retire’’ 
from 4-H activities at an ear- 
lier age starting next Jan. 1. 

As a result of new regula- 
tions that will go into ef- 
fect then, the maximum age 
for 4-H Club members will 
drop from 21 to 19. 

Also, a 4-H member will 
become ineligible to re-enroll 
in 4-H after he has completed 
one semester of formal train- 
ing beyond high school. This 
includes training in colleges, 
junior collegies; business 


| schools’ and beauty schools. 


The new rulings will pre- 
vent some young people from 
showing livestock in 4-H 
classes at state and inter- 
state shows. 


C. J. Gauger of Iowa State 
University, Ames, who is the 
state 44H Club leader, de- 
scribes the new ruling as a 
good thing. 

“Tt does mean that a few 
of the young people who want 
to continue to participate in 
4-H activities after their 
freshman year in college will 
be affected,” he said: “But 
really the’ most important 


thing for them to do is) to ‘con- 


tinue their education and not 
let 4-H hinder them.” 


For those who don’t go to 
college and who want to con- 
tinue with club work, Gauger 
foresees using their. talents’ in 
some kind of junior leadership 
program.

Dear Foster parents: 


At the 5th of the August I have received $45 for my school 
fee, 20 dollars for buying text books and a blue school hag 
which is made with leather. Besides this I have received 20 


dollars more for helping me to buy books. Thank you very much. 
How are you? 


At the last letter I told you that I took part of the summer 
vacation day camp. The place where I went was a primary school- 
Shum Shui School. In this camp there was many boys and girls 
and was divided into 12 groups. Every morning from Aug. 10th 
til Aug. 15th the camp was beginning at 9 o'clock. Half past 
nine we have our breakfast - bread and orange juice. After that 
there was a period of time for studying book sometimes we played 
games. After lunch we were playing together, lead by teachers. 
Sometimes our teachers taught us to sing funny songs which made 
us laughed loudly but sometimes we did handcalf (handicraft), 
draw pictures and even took a walk to the garden outside the 
school. Then we have our dinner at 5 o'clock. When we finished 


it, and put every thing in an ordianary way, we were allowed to 
go home. 


In this month Hong Kong have many rain so we have water supply 
all day long. 


Now the summer holidays will finish very soon. I will go to 
school at Sept. the 7th.

CASE HISTORY

Sen has two sisters, Hoa (15) and Huong (9). Her father was a 
painter who never earned more than enough for the basic needs of 
each day, but it was enough and his family was happy. He died of 
tuberculosis in July of 1954. He left a heart-broken widow expect- 


ing a last child, a destitute family. Huong was born after her 
father's death. 


The mother tried to earn a living working as a housekeeper. They 
all lived in tragic want. Because of the family's poverty, none 

of the children were attending school. Hoa was in the second class 
of primary school but had to give up her studies because her mother 
could not pay her school fees. At the time, the poor woman had-a 
debt of $16.51 - borrowed so that she could feed her children. 

When their desperate need was brought to the attention of PLAN, 

aid was immediately extended to Sen by a generous Foster Parent 

who can no longer sponsor her. Your timely "adoption" assures the' 
continuance of it's benefits. 


They are still sorely needed. X-Ray examinations taken after Sen 
was first taken into PLAN, revealed that both Sen and Huong had 
contracted tuberculosis. With funds made available through PLAN'S 
Special Services Budget, both children have been treated and continue 
to receive further treatment and medical care. They are respond- 
ing to treatment and seem well on the way to recovery. Both 
children are now attending school and their tuition fees are a 
total of $2.23 a month. Sen's mother now sells “sticky rice" in 
the market place, earning 27¢ a day. The poor woman is dependent 
upon the PLAN grant for the children's school expenses and their 
Clothing. Without help, neither of the children could be educated. 


The family lives in a hut measuring 9' x 15'. It has a thatched 
roof, palm leaf walls and a floor of beaten earth. As furniture, 
they have one board bed and a cupboard. They light a kerosene 

lamp or a candle at night. There is no sanitation, no running 
water..it is not surprising that tuberculosis spreads so alarmingly. 
When the plight of the mother and children were first discovered, 
things were very grim. Since then, the family has made progress, 
but they still need help. 


Sen is a sweet youngster with a pleasing personality. Because she 
started so late in school, she is in the third grade of primary 
school. She loves school and it would make her very unhappy to 
have to leave. At home, Sen is a willing and affectionate daughter. 
After school she helps her mother with the many household chores. 
She hopes to keep on studying and eventually find a position in 
an office and ease the burden at home. Under PLAN care, this 
youngster will receive a monthly cash grant of $8.00, clothing, 
special medical care and the opportunity to go to school. The 
Material aid is vital for Sen's development; to the girl and her 
family, your friendship is priceless - it brings comfort, encour- 
agement and a new hope for a brighter day to come.
